Reclamation Congress in Ohicago 

Urges a Law to Make Land Swin- 

dling Impossible.

CHICA June 2.—Enactment by 
Western ot uniform laws which 
would drive out land swindlers was 
urged yesterday at the closing session 
of the Reclamation Congress here. 
Resolutions offered by W. D. Cand- 
land, president of the Utah State Land 
Board, were adopted, requesting that 
Governors and Leisiatures protect 
the prospective settler in the West 
from fraud. 

The need for a central government 
bureau to provide impartial and hon- 
est information concerning western 
lands was emphasized.

FRUIT OF REVERSES. 
The entire project is the outcome 
of a series of reverses such as has 


marked but few development plans 


in the story of the Southwest. The 
original plan under which the en- 
tries were secured was fathered dy 
the Chuckawalla Development Com- 
pany, which undertook to secure 
government aid to build a great dam 
across the river at Bull's Head Can- 
yon and use the power generated 
and carried down the river on trans- 
mission lines to drive a pumping sta- 
tion. When the matter came before 
the Department of the Interior. 
however, it was the report of gov- 
ernment engineers that there is not 
bedrock available at the point desig- 
nated to anchor such a dam. 
Further complications were intro- 
duced by a complaint to the War 
Department from Mexican landhold- 
ers, setting out that the damming of 
the river or other steps toward irrt- | 
gation as at first contemplated would 
seriously affect the havigability of | 
the river. This matter has been 
hanging fire for some months. The 
settlers hoped to secure a commission 
to consider the case, but nothing has 
az yet been done. A third solution 
of the difficulty was productive of no 
better results— that of claiming the 
land as belonging to the State through 
more or less nebulous characteristics 
of the land itself. In the interim the 
four years given the entrymen by the 
government to perfect their claims is 
rapidly away and the set- 
tlers face ‘t of assuming 
the entire Sadan o¢ of development 
themselves or of losing everything.

EXPERTED PROJECT. 

Though it has been evident for 
some time that only concerted action 
by the entrymen themselves would 
secure the realization of their hopes, 
no orgahization was formed until the 
feasibility of the project in mind was 
expertly demonstrated. For this work 
James Dix Schuyler was secured. 
With A. H. Koebig as his associate, 
Engineer Schuyler and a party of 
surveyors spent ten days in the field 
with Secretary James. 

In his report, which has just been 
filed, Schuyler declares the irriga- 
tion of the territory involved the 
most feasible which he has investi- 
gated in his forty years of experience 
in California. 

Hig estimate is that under a pump- 
ing system at least 220,000 acres of 
land can be watered, and that the 
total cost of the pumping plant, di- 
version works and distributing sys- 
tem of canals will be $6,750,000, or 
a cost of from $25 to $65 per acre 
for the system. 

The Chuckawalla Valley is from 
aix to twelve miles wide and about 
forty-five miles in length. The re- 
port declares that lands are generally 
level and require but little grading 
to put them in condition for irriga- 
tion. The nearest railroad point is 
Blythe Junction, which is about 
twenty-five miles away, The valle 
ts surrounded by mountains, which 
provide ample material of the est 
character for road work. The valley 
fe trom 800 to 400 feet above ses 
level, and its climatic conditions ire 
sim‘lar to those of the Imperia! Val- 
ley. Water for domestic use can he 
secured at 200 feet, but no artesian 
water has been developed. 

Those connected with the move- 
ment to secure an irrigation system 
for these lands declare that their 
project in no way antagonizes the 


irrigation systems of the Palo Verde years 


Valley, Yuma Valley, Imperial Val- 
ley and the delta lands below the in- 
ternational line. They assert that 
government reports for a series of 
years show that more than ten times 
the volume of water required for 
these profects is flowing down the 
Colorado River. They state that 
they will gladly co-operate w'*h the 
Imperial Valley and other districts

"NEVER SO HIGH. 


DRY WEATHER THE CAUSE, SAYS 
CATTLEMAN EXPERT. 


“Beef is bringing the highest price 
since the Civil War,” said H. A. Jas- 
tro, of Bakersfield, for several years 
president of the American Live Stock 
Association, who is at the Van Nuys. 

“Cattle were never as scarce as 
they have been this year and prices 


tor the first time have gone to 4 
‘| place where the little farmer can 
actually be repaid for the trouble of 


raising cattle in a small way,” he con- 
tinued. 

When the suggestion was made that 
many men had become wealthy in 
the cattle business, Jastro declared 
that it was not cattle that brought 
the money but the increases in land 
values, in nine cases out of ten. 

“The big cattle producers have 
really lost money in many seasons 
on their stock and their wealth has 
come to them miostly througt. the fact 
that they were the pioneers 
and got in on the ground floor. In- 
crease in population bullt their for- 
tunes and today, at the price which 
land is bringing in Southern California 
the cattle-raising business cannot be 
really profitable as an investment.” 

prices of meat, hg said, has 
been caused thraugh four years of

“Cattle have not been properly 
nourished and the green grass sea- 
son has been too short to afford suf- 
ficient provender for fattening. Many 
cattlemen have been forced to kill 
their stock and there are fewer cat- 
tle on the ranges than at any time 
within ten years.

of the slums of a continental city, is 
merged into the population by the 
trainload.

“The book of Jude is « discussion | 


between apostolicity and apostacy. 
There seems no good reason to doubt 
and every reason to believe that the 
writer of this letter is Judas, the 
brother of James and that the Scrip- 
tures distinguish between him and 
Judas Iscariot. Here we have Jude 
the apostie instead of Ju the 
apostate. 
The theme of the book of Judas 
ile apostasy and it is not a little re- 
markable that in the separation of 
the twelve disciples in pairs, Judas, 
the brother of James and author of 
this book, and Judas, the traitor. an 
apostate, are sent together. 

“The position of the book of Jude 
is- also a very significant key to its 
contents. It is placed in the canon 
of Scripture just preceding the book 
of Revelation, which book sets forth 
and sums up apostasy and anti- 
Christian manifestation. . The little 
book of Jude stands as a preface to 
the book of Revelation and indicates 
the things therein to de revealed. 
There are many things hitherto un- 
mentioned for the first time revealed 
in the book of Jude. There is cer- 
tain knowledge concerning angels 
ne was left for Jude alone to men- 

on. } 

“The contention of the devil with 
Michael the archangel, for the body 
of Moses is made known here for 
the first time, thus throwing much 
light upon the mystery of the death 
of Moses. Jude adds no new doctrine 
to what has already been set forth, 
but exhorts those who had received 
so sacred a deposit to hold it fast. 
We are not to sre offense in the 
truth, but to m defense for the 
truth. The trouble with many w 
are called to the Gospel and its min- 
istry is that they neither meke of- 
tense or give defense, but you will 
find them on the fence. They are 
cowards, not crusaders.”

“The Student and the New Puritan- 
ism” was the theme of Rev. William 
Horace Days sermon at the First 
yesterday 


to know the morning. The sermon found illustra- 


tion from the many and varied 
glimpses Dr. Day had.caught in the 
student gatherings of the winter. 
These imp ons grew in various 
conferences with high school, college, 
and professional school gatherings, 
culminating in the remarkable confer- 
ence he by the Y.W.C.A. for the as-~- 
sociations of the Pacific Coast on the 
estate of Mrs. Phoebe A. Hearst at 
Hacienda, where one of the richest 
and most able of Californian women 
showed her appreciation of the 
service of the association to the 
college and city women by pro- 
viding a tent city and all neces- 
sary equipment for a conference of 
over 300 representatives. Dr. Day 


said in part: 

“President Jordan of Stanford has 
been telling us we need a new. Puri- 
tanism in academic life. President 
King of Oberlin has made the same 
declaration and has proceeded to 
analyze it. The new Puritanism is to 
begin with the great positives of the 
Puritan spirit—a prophetic vision of 
God, an apostolic sense of commis- 
sion, a deep conviction of account- 
ability, and a deep assurance of the 
significance and value of life. 

We find the future in the lives of 
the young, but especially among the 
students must we seek the promise of 
the greater things which are to come. 
Can we look to the stwdent body for 
reinforcements against the moral” 
flabbiness of an overfed, selfish and 
indulgent age? The new Puritanism 
which is to work this transformation 
must include a vision of God, a sense 
of the inclusiveness of life, and a cer- 
tainty of man's accountability. 

“To the old Puritan, God was the 
realist of all reality. His was too 
largely the sovereign God of the Old 
Testament, from 


or not, has tended to drag moral life 
back toward the jelly-fish stage. 

“The old Puritan found the 
monest life of infinite value. 
mighty, all-wise, though inscrutable 
God. Le sometimes forgot the place 
of duty the inclusiveness of life, 
but the néw Puritanism, adding to the 
grea’ positives of the old, the modern 
conviction of the value of the body, 
and of the place of play and joy, has 


its great task. Youth and high spirits 


are apt to make the first impression 
of student life, that of dissipation and 
Jawlessness. It is the disgrace of the 
educational world, that it is not the 
leader in the temperance of life, but 
lags behind. But California’s student 
life is by no means lacking in evi- 
dence that its students feel accoumt- 
ability and responsibility. 

“The new Puritanism calls us back 
to the recognition of man's heroic 
mold.’ We must find the true place of 
self-denial in the conquering life. Not 
asceticism for its own sake will give 
us the measure of duty. Self-denial 
is not one of the positives of life. 
Life is love. And self-denial is not 
love, though it may be a method of 
love. If I bestow all my goods to feed 
the poor, or if I give my body to be 
burned, and have not love, it profiteth 
me nothing.”
